The Soloing Koa’e Kea 


The seventeenth issue of the Hawaiian Endangered wildlife token 
for the Hawaii State Numismatic Association depicts the graceful 
gliding White-tailed Tropic Bird (Phaethon lepturus doro thease) 
better known as the Koa’e Kea in Hawaii. Often seen during the 
breeding season from March till October on all the main islands of 
Hawaii. They nest on the high barren cliffs like along the sea 
coast of Mokolii Island (known as Chinaman’s Hat) on the 
windward side of Oahu. The Koa’e Kea are white in color with a 
beautiful long white tail. They have black eyes with a yellow bill. 
An attractive bird to watch as it glides through the Hawaiian skies. 


The reverse of the wood is the sweet fragrant Yellow Ginger. 
Brought here from Asia, probably by the Chinese, they are used 
for lei making. It has a sweet enchanting and romantic perfumed 
like smell. The ginger grow wild in the lower rain forest during 
the summer spreading its sweet fragrance all over the rain forest. 
However, the plant can be a nuisance because it grows 
uncontrollably wild, destroying the ferns and other native plants.

PANAMA CALIFORNIA EXPOSITION OF 1915 


In 1915, San Diego was described as 'very old history, yet very 
young in destiny’ by the County Board of Supervisors. The fledg- 
ling city of 50,000 was over-shadowed by Los Angeles, which 
had a population of more than 300,000, and San Francisco, with 
over 400,000 residents. 


Ambitious San Diegans, believing the opening of the Panama Canal 
could dramatically influence their city's destiny, proposed hosting a 
grand exposition to celebrate the event, with the hopes of attracting 
new citizens and commerce. Plans were crushed by a message from 
San Francisco, stating that they intended to host a world fair that 
year, and for San Diego to compete would be 'econnomic suicide.' 


Despite this frustrating setback, San Diegans decided to host a 
Panama California Exposition, which would highlight the art, culture 
and rich history of Southern California. It was a concept designed 
to complement, not compete with, the fair in San Francisco. The two 
cities began to work in harmony for the benefit of California 


Col. D.C. Collier, Director of the exposition, appealed to Congress 

for some of the monies allocated to celebrate the opening of the 
Panama Canal. He received nothing. However, tenacious San Diegans 
pushed forward. They were the smallest city ever to undertake such a 
grandiose event. 


Exactly at midnight on January 1, 1915, Pres. Woodrow Wilson pushed 
a button in Washington DC. A three-square mile was illuminated while 
cannons boomed. Glorious fireworks spelled out "The Land Divided - 
the World United - San Diego, the First Port of Call" The Panama 
California Exposition had begun! 


Visitors delighted in the romance and history of San Diego, its Spanish 
tile work, fountains, mission bells, lush gardens and ornate architecture. 
The Exposition was a great success, and continued through 1916, with 
over 3 million persons attending. 


_- 


It left a great legacy of massive architectural masterpieces and lavish 
landscaping. The wild animals displayed were the beginning of the 
world famous San Diego Zoo. After government officials viewed San 
Diego during the festivities, they relocated the Naval Training Center 
from San Francisco to San Diego, and added new military operations 
to the County. Many visitors decided to move there. 


San Diegans had, indeed, molded a promising destiny for their city.

Are you one of those people who doesn’t stoop to pick up a penny 
on the ground, thinking it isn’t worth the bother? Have you ever 
wondered just how much money you could accumulate if you did 
take the time to bend over and pick up that penny? 


Well, I have wondered, and on Aug. 22, 1992, I made the fateful 
decision to start a collection of “ground money” It all began with a 
penny plucked from the parking lot of our neighborhood grocery 
store in Miami. I decided to collect ground money for year, and 
told my daughter that we would take ourselves out to eat with the 
money at the end of that time 


A whole new world had opened up. Finding a penny on the ground 
became a thrill, and I would hurry to snap it up before someone else 
could. I can recall finding a nickel on the dock at a marina. What 
excitement! How could other people pass by and not pick up a nickel? 
Finding a dime or quarter was like stumbling upon a treasure trove 


The collection was going great while we lived in Dade County, home 
to 2 million people. Four months later, the project took a nosedive 
when we moved to a city with significantly fewer people. Still, I per- 
severed, bending and stooping for coins, wondering if people thought 
I was nuts to cry out with glee upon finding a penny on the ground. 


A year later, my daughter and I counted up our ground money: $1.57! 
That’s it. I was disappointed but at the same time thrilled that I had 
$1.57 from just picking up odd coins spotted on the ground. Obviously 
dinner for two, even at McDonalds, was out of the question, so I decided 
just to keep on collecting - surely things would get better. 


We wrote our total on a piece of paper, stuffed it into a jar with the coins 
and continued the practice of crossing parking lots with eyes cast down- 
ward. The second year yielded 88 cents! 


The third year netted $1.28 for a grand total of $3.71 as of August 1995 
The collection comprised three quarters, IS dimes, 9 nickels, and 101] 
pennies 


The newest coin is dated 1995 and the oldest 1961. Determining the dates 


on some of the coins required a magnifying glass; one penny was so corrod- 
ed that Lincoln was not distinguishable, but I managed to find the date 


Most of the coins are the originals, but sometimes I had to toss a coin 
into my purse and couldn’t locate the exact one for deposit in the jar. 


Not all the money is from my home territory - I collect ground money 
wherever I go. So far the most lucrative place has been a car wash. 
Htere I found 26 cents in one place - the biggest haul on record 


My goal is no longer a meal out. I suspect that the price of a burger 
and fries dinner for two will continue to outpace the jar’s total con- 
tents. Now I’m just in it for the simple thrill of finding money on the 
ground, and the anticipation every August that maybe, just maybe, the 
past year’s take will surpass previous years. 


And there’s always the remote possibility of finding a 50-cent piece or -- 
could it ever happen? --a Susan B Anthony dollar.

BANK NOTES FOR HAWAIL- by David Vagi 


December 7, 1941, 55 years ago....a day that will live in infamy. The 
Japanese pulled a surprise attack on the Pearl Harbor Naval Base in Hawaii - 
one of the most devastating moments in our history. It forced a shocked 
nation to prepare for immediate war. 


One of the preparations involved our paper currency. The threat of a 
Japanese invasion of the now-vulnerable Hawaiian Islands seemed very real 
at the time. Large amounts of U.S. paper money were circulating in the 
islands--and in the event of an invasion, all of it would probably be seized by 
the Japanese. If this were to happen, the currency that was the backbone of 
our war effort would fall into enemy hands--only to be used against the 
United States. 


In July 1942-about seven months after the surprise attack- the government 
printed a special issue of U.S. currency just for the islands. This special 
paper money was meant to replace the regular currency then being used in 
Hawai. About a month after this special currency was issued, regular paper 
money could not be used in Hawaii without special permission. 


These distinctive notes had the word HAWAII printed in small letters in two 
places on the front-and in large letters acros the back, covering most of the 
design. Had the Japanese occupied Hawaii, all these special notes would 
have been declared worthless by the U.S. government. A similar tactic was 
used for the U.S. currency in North Africa during the war. 


In the end, the Japanese never invaded Hawaii, and the precaution taken was 
never put to the test Today, the special Hawaii notes are actively collected, 


as they remind us of the threat our nation faced 55 years ago.
